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Did patient have a recent or ongoing risk of Zika Virus Exposure?
Recent exposure is defined as travel to an area of Zika virus transmission or sexual contact with a person who recently traveled to an area of known Zika virus transmission.

Ongoing risk of Zika virus exposure is a person currently living in or frequently traveling to areas with Zika virus transmission, OR sexual contact in the past 6 months with a person currently
living in or frequently traveling to an area of known Zika virus transmission.
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*Testing guidance for pregnant women or women wanting to conceive in the near future
Asymptomatic men (including those who are partners of pregnant women) and asymptomatic non-pregnant women will not be tested at the IDPH laboratory. Providers
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may consider commercial testing.
